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() The Pope, the Pope, the Pope ! alas 
for the Pope ! Say all the People 
that wiſh well to his Holynels 3 
what will the Holy Father do, - if he talls in- 
to the Clutches of theſe Uncircumcis'd Ger- 
mays? 'Tis well they are not Proteftants, 
for it ſecms they begia already to huff the 
old Gentleman, and bave made no Conſci- 
ence of breaking the Conditions they made 
with him before ; and had they been Here- 
ticks, it would certaiacly have been laid at 


the Door of.their Religion————And much: 


room there had been to have ſet all the Ci- 
thulicks in that Parg of the World a praying 
ag2ialt the UnſanAify'd Opprefiors. 

But *cis a ſad Story now, that even their 
own Catholick Neighbours ſhould uſe theic 
Savercign Pontiff in ſuch a manner, and 
thac without tegard to St. Peter, or all the 
Authority of an immediate Succeſhon from 


him, they ſhould carry it fo hardly with 
his Holyneſs, that he ſhuuld be oblig'd to 
have recourſe to the Temporal $word, and 
call in his Forces iato the City,, wall up the 
Gates, fortifie St. Angelo, and lay vp Pro- 
viſions. Zh 2D 

I could divert you here with ſome Rno- 
quiries into Pontifical Power, and obſerve 
how the Thunders of the /atiaany, which ſo 
often have humbled, even the Predecefſors 
of his /mperidl Majeſty, and brought the 
lowly. Emperor to lay bis Neck under the 
Feet of the Pope 3 have now loſt-all their 
Terrors, and the Fulmiaations of the Can- 
non and Munſquet muſt be apply'd to now, 
if there be any for his Holyneſs to 
reduce the Kings of the Earth, for that 
they are no more to be terrify'd with che 
white Powder of Curſes and Excommuni- 
cations. 


But 
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But let this paſs for the preſent z the 
truth is, the /mp:ri4} Court has a long time 
Od in need of theſe Arguments at Pome, 
20d therefore I muft own, had not the 
Preſkng Exigence of the Aﬀairs of Spain 
and the Rbine, call'd for the Troops to more 
immediztely neceſſary Szrvice, there was 
more occaſion for this March of the Jn1peria- 
liſts to Italy, than every body will pzrhaps al- 
low. 

Nor is the KRingdum of Naples the meer 
deſign of thi: Voyage, as I brlieve will ap- 
pear— Th: management of the Court of 
Rome has really wanted this kind of Treat- 
ment for ſome Years, and the Iaveftliture of 
Naples may now b2 had, perhaps at a ſhort 
warning, ard the Pope go without the white 
Xtz, which us'd to be the Badge of the Ho- 
maze of that Country to the Portif. 

Well, if his Holyneſs loſes nothiog Þut 
th= Horſe ly the bargain, he will come off 
very cheap ; but 1 fear the Gzrmay humour 
of railing the Gelt, wil} not let them paſs 
thro? the Ecclecfiftical Territories, without 
taking Toll of St. Peter —And if our Lady 
of Loretto paſſes free without any Civil De- 
predation upon h<r immenſe Treaſure, ſhe 
will have better luck than honefter People 
Have had in like Caſes; perhaps they may 
:1cat her civilly, and take a Bri>e, or con- 
rent themſelves with a Sum of Money, aud 
not prophane her Sanz C:ja, the holy 
Casket of Miraculous JJolatry ; but I muſt 
vwn Iam miflaken in the Germans, if they 
do r.ot make ſome pretence by way oft Loan 
or Gift, or ſome other leſs convenient Me- 
thod, to feel the EF-& of her Ladyſhip's 
Bounty. 

As for his Ho'yneſs, *(is confeſs'd he has 
all along puzzl'd the Cauſe 1a this Matter 
of Natles, and upon all other occaſions has 
ſhown too much partiality for the French, 
not to let the World ſee which way he kep: 
his Eye, and what heaim'd at 3 he has amns'd 
both, ſpoke fair fo both, and not a little de- 
ceiv'd both, and it was really time for the 
Empc:ror to put an End to this Eccleſiaſtical 
Juggling, which I ſuppoſe he will now do in 
an effettual manner —And it I miftake not 
the Temper of the Germans, we ſhati find 
they will hardly coaten: themſelves now 
with a baredeclaring himſelf in their fayour, 


but will poſitively demand what they only 
Solicited for before, and in this the Pope will 
but be rightly ſerv'd ; for as a Temporal 
Prince. he has atted mofi unaccountably with 
the Emperor, and has neither obſerv'd a 
Neutrality, nor yet declar'd cither on one 
ſide or the other, | 

Nor c2n the Germays eaſily forget the 
partiality of the Pope, when they were re- 
duc'd to the laft extremity on the Frorctiers 
of Ferari; when his Houlyneſs aſhſted the 
French to lurround the Jmperilifts, by ad- 
mitting.them into his Towns, and giving 
them p.{1 ſan of their Paſſes, after they 
tad deny'd them to the Germans ;. by which 
means they were oblig'd co quit thrir Foot. 
ing in /14ly, and retreat to the Borders ot 
Tre nt, and almoſt toretire b:hind the Muur - 
Laimns, 

Ja this Aﬀair the Pope was very far from 
atting fairly with the Germavs, bac play'd 
them a true /ra/tzy Trick— And ir they do 
not pay him home for itoow, 1 am miftaken 
—Andlet who will pity them. 

As to the March to Vaples, the Imper #al 
Army gocs on flowly, but that not as if*ir 
were with Cautiou or fear of being Def-a: - 
ed, tutas to a certain Conqueſt, as co re- 
ceive n2t to Conquer } they go with ſuch 
an aſſurznce of the poſſeſhon cf that King- 
dom, as jt it was their own ; and tbis 1 b-- 
tieve gave Birth to ſome Speculations in the 
World, Importing that ic the Treaty tor 
the French quitting Lombardy, they bad C a- 
pitulared for quitting Naples with it. 

But 1 cannot but ſay, the Deſign upon 
Tkoulon ſeems to me tobe the only tl:irg that 
will make the Conqueſt of Naples eaſy tothe 
Germans, for certainly had the French been 
able to have ſent 8000 Men to the AſhRance 
of the Viceroy of Naples, he would find 
the Germans werk enough in that Country, 
and perhaps make then fend back for a Re- 
inforcement. > 

But they go on ſecure of this, and there- 
fare we ſee they leave the Matter, not as a 
thing in ſo much haſt, bu: that it may give 
way toa Deſign of as much Conſequencs, 
viz. their making a Market of the Fope as 
they go 3 what Terms they demand cf the 
Pope, and what abatements his Holyneſs will 
obtain, Time will diſcoyver— But this is cer- 

baio, 


taln, that his Holyaeſ, being abandon'd of 
bis Powerful Ally, the French King, muſt 
comply with whatever they inſiſt upon ; all 
his Weapons row are only Prayers and 
Tears, I mean Submiſſions and Expoflula- 
tions ; and What Irfluerce theſe will have 
upon the Trumpet and the Kettle Drum, I 
cannot determine. 

We are aſlar'd alrcady, that the Germans 
2re 25 it may be ſaid, attually in Poſſethon 
ot t:is Holyneſs, nay, ſome of their Troops 
have been within the Wal's of Rome, under 
a pretence of a Guard to Count 7aun, and 
all the Pope's Power darcs not refuſe it— 
And ia this poſture, what can the Pope de- 
ny that they pleaſe to ask of him z whether 
ic be Arms, Ammunition, Towns for Pla- 
ces of Arms, Proviſtins, or Money, they 
muſt have it; nay, if they ſhould demand 
of the Pope to banith all the Fremcb Emiſla- 
rics out of Rome, or deliver them vp to 
them, and then to declare Ecclefiaftical War 
againſt his two Eldeft Sons, their maſt Ca- 
tholick and Chriſtian Kiogs, he muft obey. 

And when this is conſider'd, ng body can 
blame the French Cardinal, and the Am- 
baſſadors of Spain and France for hicing Sul- 
diers, and fortitying their Vallaces 5, indeed, 
} ſhould rather expe to hicar they were 
21} run out of the Ci:y, and had taken 
SanQuary in the Duke of 7uſcany, or the 
Pope's Galleys, in order to ſecure themſelves. 

'Tisa wonderfal thing to KefleQ upon 
the Folly of the Times, ar.d the ridiculous 
Coundult of the Princes of this Age : how 
the Popes Court has always been the Thea- 
tre, where the ſeveral Princes of Europe 
have Afted their State-Cumedies4 and here 
they have their Mountebaovk Miniſters Re- 
hdent, whuas thcy call it, manage the At- 
taits of chejr reſpeUtive Countrics—And upon 
the Death or removal of ſuch or ſuch aa Am- 
baſſador, we bave it often ſaid, ſuch a Cardi- 
nal, or ſuch a Count, js left to take care of 
the Aﬀairsof Frame, or Spain, or the Em- 
per Or » 

And what are theſe weighty Aﬀairs?Tculy 
very odd cnes ; ſometimes ſuch, as (etting 
up the Arms of their Mafters over their 
Door, getting the incftimable Privilege of 
their Coaches $ going before or bebind one 
another ja a Cavalcade, or the Sacred and 
mouft Valuable Authority of 'prouteQing a 
Baakrupt or an Aſſaſſin within their Pallaces, 
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and maintaining the Jaſolent Behaviour of 
their Servants, in affronting, ard ſome" 
times knocking on the Head the Officers © 
Juſtice, in purſuing Dcbcors or Criminals too 
near their Sacred Houſes, 

Next ta theſe migh'y Aﬀairs, comes the 
Chuich Aﬀairs 5 and bere the Princes uf the 
WorldTax theirClergy,and then ask the Fee 
leave for it; appoint Bilhops, aud then mott 
Hombly beleech the Pope to meke them 
hght for Kingdoms; and when they have 
gotten them by the Sword, then moſt O- 
bediently ſcek the Inveftiuce of them ot 
his Holyneſs. 

Such ſanQlifi'd Legerdemain as this, Is 
the ſupport of the very Bring and Nature 
of the Court of Kome — And yet-we always 
ficd, that after al the Courtityg ard 1otri- 
guing at Rome by the ſeveral Princes, to ob- 
tain chisor that thing ; the Pope never fails 
ro grant it to him, whouſvever is in a Con- 
dition to fake it Without his Leave ; ror 
is ic often that any Prince, making an bum- 
ble Rc queſt for any thing of the Tepe, 1E- 
cedes from it upon the Pope's Retulalz a late 
famuus Joftance ut which we have in the 
Duke cf Savoy. ; 

Then we have the profound ard moſt 
ſublime Art of Intriguing, in the Grand 
4 Fair, of making, Cardinals, ard choohng 
Peres 3, and in all theſe there is fo much 
Trick, Softning, $weetuing, Pribing, Ca: 
bauing, "and zl} mannes of Court-Cunning, 
that tte whole Court of Rome is a meer Bare 
tholemew Fair. 

] have nothing to ſay here to their Spiri- 
tual Fupperics, *tis plain to me all the San» 


.Qion they now have left them, is juſt as 


much as the Policies of Princes ja vppolition 
to ohe another plcaſe to ſuffer ; and that 
whenever they pleaſe, it is nothing to them 
to Toſulr the Hely Father himſelf, and tread 
uader Feot all that Reverepce, «hich at a- 
nother time they ſubmit to. 

And this is part of the Farce that is now 
Atting by the Germans, in which 1 believe 
we ſhould all look on with ſatisfaQion e- 
nough, it we were not with regret ſecing 
the Emperor playing this ſmall Game, at the 
Expence almoft of hjs Imperial Dignity, and 
the Proſperity of all bis Allies, who even 
by this piece of particular ConduR, are re- 
duc d to a neceſſity of tanding ftill to look on 
upon one Aion, and cannot Act as they would 
do 
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0 with Succeſs in other Places ; this one Ar- 
ticle having open'd a Door of ſo many Ad- 
vantages to the French, that if Priace Eus 
7e42 of Stvoy, does not ſtrike - ſame fat; 
Blow to the [rencb, give them ſome Coup 
4" Eſcht on the fie of Provence, ' they are 
ina fair way :0 make a hztter Campaign than 
even themielves ccald have the leaſt Reaſon 
to expett, I am ſure a much better than the 
Facz of Aﬀairs at the End of the laſt Cam- 
paign promis'd us. 

Jn the mean time, the Pope is really un- 
d:r ſome Spiritual Exerciſe, and I think they 
may very well ſay there with the-Silver- 
'(miths of Fpheſis ; This, our Craft is in Dane 
ger ; for really theſes Occaſional Inſults of 
the Holy Sce, by the Temporal Sword, have 
been the true Original Cauſe of the De- 
cay of the Spiritual Authority and Influence 
of the Por1iff upon the Kingdoms of the 
World. 

Every Inſult a provok'd Prince has offer'd 
the Ecclefiaflical Dignity, has but ſerv'd to 
point ont to other Princes the proper Me- 
thod to bo taken with them— And to ſhew 
the little fignification of the Church Power, 
when the C vil Authority 'of Government 
comes in Comn2tition. | 

The Fmperor theretore is but really play: 
ing the Yroteftant in this 5, and no doubt 
would an Interdit in this. Cate be of any 
uſe to his Hulyneſs, he would Fulminate 
chem to the laſt degree, tiil they would all 
ſtink of Brimſone- like Mount Strombolo— 
But that Thunder has ſo often been found to 
carry 99 Bolt in ic, that the very /raltans 
themſelves have learnt to contemn it. 

Wei), ter chem go on—And let them pull
